California Telescope 
Discovers New Comet 


WASHINGTON— The 
National 
Geographic Society announces the 
discovery of a new comet in the 
direction of the constellation Leo. 
Too faint to be visible to the 
naked eye, the sky rover was first 
detected on a photographic plate 
exposed at Palomar Observatory. 
California, on March 22. 
The dot 
of light showing a diffuse tail was 
captured by the 48-inch Schmidt 
telescopic camera operated by the 
California Institute of Technology 


Discovery was made by astron­ 
omers Robert G. Harrington 
and 
George O. Abell who are working 
on the National Geographic So- 
ciety-Palomar 
Observatory 
Sky 
Survey, a photographic map of 
the heavens. 
17th Magnitude C omet 
Toe comet is of the 17th magni­ 
tude, able to be photographed by 
only the largest telescopes. 
The 
faintest stars seen by the unaided 
eye are of the 6th magnitude. 
More than a thousand comets 
have been 
recorded, 
but 
four- 
fifths were too dim for the eye 
alone 
Yet despite the minor role 


comets play in the drama of the 
skies, they comprise one of as­ 
tronomy’s most fascinating phen­ 
omena. They have been aptly des­ 
cribed as “lawless” members of 
the solar system, and abo as “the

ride a 
path that takes them headlong in­ 
to the outer heavens, never to re­ 
turn to the solar system. 
When far from the sun, a comet 
is cold: but when it nears the sun 
it warms, often to enormous heat.

Hailey’s that skirted the sun rn 1 
April, i 9IO. was one of the most 
discussed comets in 
history. 
A 
month 
later 
the 
earth 
parsed 
through its tail, none the worse 
for the experience. 
Hailey’s is 
due back in the mid-1980’s. 
A comet’s nucleus is composed 
of small particles spread over siz­ 
able distances. 
At one time Hai­ 
ley’s nucleus measured 6,000 miles 
across. 
Surrounding the nucleus is the 
coma. a gaseous blanket that oiten 
extends 50,000 miles in diameter 
but can be many times this dis-, 
tance. 
The coma is so tenuous 
that stars can 
be 
seen 
shining 
through it. 
The mast ’impressive portion of 
a 
comet 
is 
its 
tail, 
sometimes 
streaming 150,000,000 miles away 
from the sun. 
Whether the comet 
is advancing or retreating from the 
sun, its tail always points away 
from the solar disk. 
This is be­ 
cause the sun’s light rays exert 
pressure on tiny particles given oil 
by the nucleus. 
The light of a 
comet 
consists 
partly of reflected sunlight arid 
partly of light radiated from the 
comet’s gases. 
Despite a comet’s 
vast 
dimen­ 
sions. its mass is remarkably small, 
usually only a fraction of that of 
the earth.

Tour Garden Area 


Directors of the Delta County 
Soil Conservation District toured 
th1 Garden Peninsula Wednesday 
to 
view 
soil 
conservation 
pro­ 
blems and practices used to com­ 
bat them and learned that the 
area’s problems are widely varied 
and that many methods are being 
used in remedy. The tour is an 
annual one. 


Five farms were visited by the 
tour party, which included Chair­ 
man Edwin Bergman, Bark River; 
Clayton 
Ford, 
Cornell; 
Onni 
Slimes. Rock; Ted Sundin, 
En­ 
sign: Robert Watchorn, Fayette; 
Fred 
Bernhardt, 
Delta 
County 
4-H Club leader; and Irwin Ten 
Waken, soil conservationist, U. S. 
Soil Conservation Service. 
The farm s visited w ere those 
of John Lester, Orville Martin, 
Robert 
Watchorn, 
Henry 
Wang 
and Jam es Collins and Richard 
Collins. 


See Soil Methods 
The directors observed a con­ 
tour strip cropping system in use j 
for several years, a grass w ater­ 
way, several farm windbreaks of 
white spruce, drainage problems, 
a silo unloader, a power feed cart. 
The Garden Peninsula has some 
large areas of very good soil, and 
some good beef herds and good 
dairy herds. Some of the resi­ 
dents of the peninsula do com­ 
mercial fishing as well as farm ing 
but many devote all their efforts 
to farming. 
The arca has considerable idle 
land and utilization of it was dis­ 
cussed by the Soil District di­ 
rectors. Some of it is idle because I 
it is in old, small farms whose 
owners have left the land. There 
have been consolidations of farms, 
but not enough to bring all the 
cleared lands back into product­ 
ion 
by 
enlargement 
of 
active 
farms. 


Soils Are Good 
Some of the soils of the penin- 
rula at e sandy and droughty and 
it also has a drainage problem in 
places, but not generally Bedrock 
is only 8 or IO inches beneath the 
soil surface in places and there 
are 
some 
outcrops 
and 
areas 
w here the fenceposts are held up 
by rock anchors instead of by im- 
bedm ent in tile earth, which is too 
shallow 
to support 
them. 
Such 
land 
makes good grazing 
land, 
however, if not 
grazed too se­ 
verely. 
The directors saw a future for 
farming in the area. It has the 
basic need of successful farming: 
good soil. 
At a dinner meeting at noon in 
Garden with Robert Watchorn as 
host the directors ordered pu r­ 
chase of 500 educational bulletins 
for distribution in Delta Countv

Of Rose Chafer 


In response to a growing num ­ 
ber of com plaints from city resi­ 
dents regarding the infestation of j 
rose chafers, C ity Forester Robert 
Clayton 
today 
advised 
m aking 
w ar on the beetles, using one of 
the new er chem ical sprays as a 
weapon. 
M alathion is the nam e of the 
chemical, w hich can be purchased 
at farm supply or seed and feed 
stores and used according to d i­ 
rections, said the city forester. 
Rose chafers, w hich have oc­ 
curred in increasing num bers each 
spring in Escanaba for the p a s t' 
several years, are brownish beet- i 
les th at feed on the blossoms and 
foliage 
of flow ers and shrubs. 
They receive th e ir nam e because 
of a particular fondness for roses. 
In Escanaba they have been re­ 
ported eating roses, peonies and 
even lilac blossoms, Clayton said. 
W hen flow ers are scarce or ab ­ 
sent, the beetles chew up green 
leaves of alm ost any plant. 
The rose chafer lays its eggs in 
sandy soil, the grubs feed on the 
grass roots, and the beetles come 
out of the soil in the spring and 
begin feeding above the ground. 
They w ill be around for about a 
month to six w eeks 
Clayton said that the city can­ 
not spray for th e control of the 
rose chafer on private property, 
and suggested th a t gardeners arm 
them selves w ith m alathion and a 
spray gun and bring the pests u n ­ 
der control now. This will assure 
few er of them in the years ahead.

Better hospital services will be 
available to alcoholics in the fu ­ 
ture because if general hospitals 
do not meet the need, special hos­ 
pitals will be established, Ralph 
W. Daniel, executive director for 
the State Board of Alcoholism de­ 
clared here Wednesday. 
Daniel was the principal speak­ 
er at afternoon sessions for the 
second quarterly meeting of the 
Upper Michigan Hospital Council 
here. The meetings for representa­ 
tives of 14 U. P. hospitals, held in 
the National G uard armory, was 
attended by 70 persons. 
Daniel pointed out 
that 
two 
general problems now face hospi­ 
tals. first to distinguish between 
treatm ent of the hang-over and the 
treatm ent of alcoholism, and, sec­ 
ondly, determinination of the role 
which the general hospital should 
play in the treatm ent of the dis­ 
ease. 
Created By Legislature 
Though the general hospital’s 
role in the treatment of alcoholism 
has not been determined, there is 
a general consensus that it does 
have a role, the executive direct­ 
or explained. Many hospitals are 
skeptical because the alcoholic is 
a difficult patient and a poor pay 
risk, he observed. He also pointed 
out that alcoholics often are “re ­ 
peaters’4 in hospitals because the 
hospital treats the physical as­ 
pects of intoxication alone, and 
fails to steer the alcoholic into 
available treatm ent programs for 
the underlying emotional aspects 
of the problem. 
Daniel also pointed out that in 
Michigan an alcoholic in need of 
help may be sent to jail, prison, a 
mental hospital, a special hospital 
or a general hospital, “but in most 
cases he does not get the hospital 
care he needs.” 
During the meeting here the state 
official explained that the state 
1 board of alcoholism, created in 
1951 by the state legislature, seeks 
to meet the problem of alcoholism 
throvigh programs of 
treatm ent, 
research and education. 
An experimental 
project 
has 
I been established in St. Luke hos­ 
pital in Marquette, he stated, to 
obtain 5-year statistical studies on 
the treatm ent of alcoholics, its ef­ 
fectiveness and the frequency with 
which alcoholics are re-adm itted 
to hospitals. In addition. Daniel 
noted, three 
M arquette persons, 
; including Father 
Wilbur 
Gibbs, 
this sum m er will attend Yale u n i­ 
versity for special courses on the 
problems 
of 
alcoholism. The.-e 
persons will be available after­ 
wards for consultation, he said. 
Similar To Other Diseases 
Hospitals now are being asked 
for their views on the role of the 
general hospital in treatm ent of 
alcoholism. Daniel stated, and for 
suggestions on handling of alco­ 
holic patients. 
Among problems 
brought 
to 
light during the general discus­ 
sion which followed Daniel’s talk 
were the hospital’s liability in at- 
temped suicides, when depressive 
patients are admitted: the neces­ 
sity of sedating alcoholics to pro­ 
tect other patients in the hospital, 
and the inability of small hos­ 
pitals to provile 
social-psvchita- 
ric help for the alcoholic, after he 
has been “dealcoholized.” 
“If the general hospital cannot 
provide the treatm ent for alcohol­ 
ics, then special hospitals must be 


built. That is what we are trying 
to find out,” Daniel emphasized. 
He noted that the state board of 
alcoholism has a long-range poli­ 
cy on the treatm ent of alcoholism 
which states it is basically similar 
to other physical and 
emotional 


J diseases and that facilities now 
available to other victims of dis­ 
ease should be made available to 
alcoholics. 
Auxiliary Election 
“Recognition of alcoholism as a 
disease is new, and we now are in 
a position to discuss who should 
! offer treatm ent to the alcoholic,” 


I he observed. 
The general public has not ac­ 
cepted the alcoholic as a sick per­ 
son. and there is still a stigma 
attached; and we also have not 
i achieved a definition of alcoholism 
• and the distinction between the 
alcoholic and the drunkard, Dan- 
! lei pointed out.

Dr. George J. Dickison of the 
University

ran g e 
from a horm one-producing tu m o r 
to heredity, from an upset g land ­ 
ular system to an agitated e m o ­ 
tional 
system . 
He stated, however. “ T here is 
no evidence th at constipation, in­ 
digestion, 
or 
nutritional 
defi­ 
ciencies 
cause 
excessive 
h a ir.” 
The problem becom es m ost a n ­ 
noying am ong 
relatively 
young 
women. H air of the coarse and 
Heavy type often appears on the 
chin and u pper lip of such p e r ­ 
sons. 
The first thing to do is to con­ 
sult a physician and try to d e ­ 
term ine the cause. And the first 
thing to decide is 
w hether the 
superfluous h air might be due to 
a 
horm one-producing 
tu m o r 
of 
the pituitary, adrenal, or ovarian 
g ^ n d s. 
Local Approach 
lf no such tum or exists, after 
delicate 
exam ination 
of 
certain 
horm ones 
in the patient’s body, 
then the approach is a local one. 
Doctors 
call 
it“ local 
epilation.” 
c r rem oving 
hair by 
careful 
m echanical means. 
According to Dr. Dickison the 
sim plest method 
for 
rem oving 
h air is by shaving or clipping it 
off. 
“ It is a com m on m isconception.” 
he com m ented, “ that shaving the 
hair wall m ak e it grow faster and 
coarser. It will not.” 
The use 
of 
pumice 
rubbed 
against the 
skin is 
effective 
against 
the 
very 
slow 
growing 
fine hairs. If used too frequently, 
however, this method causes skin 
Irritation. 
Plucking hair. Is som etim es ef­ 
fective. but it is tedious and u n ­ 
comfortable. 
The depilatories Oi 
chem ical 
substances 
used 
for 
elim inating hair should be used 
cautiously. 
declared 
the 
U-M 
derm atologist. They can burn the 
skin, and they should never be 
applied close to the eyes. 
Chem icals vs. Shaving 
A ctu ally 
chem icals 
are 
no 
m ore effective than shaving: the 
ra te of regrow th of hair is the 
sam e in both instances. 
“ The only 
technique 
available 
which offers 
reasonable 
a ss u r­ 
ance of p erm anen t 
rem oval 
is 
electrolysis,” declared Dr. Dick 
ison. By inserting a fine wire and 
electrically searing the h air fol­ 
licle. the cells are destroyed. 
The m ethod requires a skilled 
and reputable operator. Even at 
that, there will be a return, a c ­ 
cording to the doctor, of one in 
every IO hairs treated. These can 
be destroyed 
at 
a subsequent 
treatm ent. 
Dr. Dickison concluded by con­ 
demning the use of x-rav as 
a 
m eans of destroying hair follicles. 
“ X -ray strong enough to kill hair 
follicles will by its very nature 
also d a m a g e the skin p e rm a n e n t­ 
ly, 
and possibly lead to cancer 
of the skin.”

Lakes Seaway Expectancy 
Shaping Midwest's Thinking 


The great hard fact of the St. Lawrence 
seaway is that it will slash transportation 
costs between Great Lakes ports and the 
oceans of the world. Goods which 
now 
move overland from the Midwest to the 
Atlantic .seaboard at a cost of $13 a ton 
will go down the St. Lawrence in ships at 
a cost ol about $1.70. Such a change gives 


h new coloi to the future of 
the 
Great 
Lakes basin, making its ports ocean ports. 
There are some IFs, of course, before 
this happens. And there are some specs in 
the ky of the future after it. happens, but 
no great enterprise is without some prob­ 
lems and the promise of the seaway is so 
great that already, before its shape 
and 
qualities are known, it has stirred planning 
in lake ports, affected property values and 
given an aura of hope and confidence to 
our outlook. 


The seaway, as authorized b* the agree­ 
ment between Canada 
and

States, would provide a 27

from the Atlantic only to Lake Erie. If the 
Upper Lakes are to benefit from deep w a­ 
ter traffic, the seaway must be extended

the legend of ancient Troy. 
History relates that they 
once 
had 
a 
"cold w ar” between the Greeks and the 
Trojans. At least there had been no fight­ 
ing for ten years. Then all of a sudden the 
Greeks w ithdrew their arm y 
and 
their 
fleet and prentended to be abandoning the 
I siege of Troy. The Greeks had built a large 
wooden horse which they brought to the 
gates of Troy. Of course, it excited great 
curiosity. It was described by the Greeks 
as a "peace offering.” 
The gullible Trojans finally w ere 
per­ 
suaded that peaceful coexistence was pos­ 
sible. and they let the horse be draw n in­ 
side their wall. Then during 
tile 
night 
| when the Trojans were asleep the Greek 
j troops who had been concealed inside the 
horse stole out, opened the city gates to 
the Greek arm y which rushed into Troy. 
They slaughtered the 
surprised 
Trojans, 
who were easily conquered. 


Some time ago one of our favorite cor­

against the United States, and the South 
was very soundly beaten by United States 
troops. The Southerners were rebels and 
were so declared officially. 
"Those of us whose grandfathers 
and 
granduncles fought, bled, and died to end 
the hum an slavery that the South desired 
to perpetuate and extend, are being very 
charitable in accepting the term ‘The Civil 
War.’ Let us not attem pt to rewrite his­ 
tory.” 
Well, that's the other side of the argu­ 
ment.

once American divisions have been w ith­

States, and tile western countries 
have 
agreed to a disarm am ent plan, the Soviets 
can come back quickly from their hiding 
places into the middle of Europe and con­ 
quer. 


The fact is there is no sure way to e n ­ 
force any 
disarm am ent 
plan—to 
m ake 
sure it is being honestly kept by the Rus­ 
sians. In the period 
immediately 
after 
World War I, Germ any was disarmed by a 
written treaty. Today German m ilitary e x ­ 
perts tell in detail hove the treaty w as cir­ 
cumvented and an army built that could 
be called into 
mobilization 
with 
great 
ease. 


No plan that offers to reduce arm am ent 
on both sides today is worth the paper 
it is written on because there is no way 
to guarantee the good faith of the rulers in 
the Kremlin. All plans hitherto for m inute 
inspection of plants and factories inside 
Soviet Russia have been rejected by the 
Communists. The latest Russian plan to be 
sure concedes that huge centers of m ilitary 
concentration in their area will be open 
to international inspection. But this is only 
a ruse to conceal by other means the m a n ­ 
ner of distributing troops and weapons.

Plastic Surgery May Be 


Helpful For Protruding Ears

A—In a1! probability plastic surgery (if 
it is really necessary) could be successful­ 
ly performed for protruding ears. C ompe­ 
tent plastic surgeons have had consider­ 
able success in this field and it seems un­ 
likely that there would he any unfavorable 
side effects.

My 
five-year-old 
daughter

plains that her hands are so dry when she 
wakes up that she licks them. Frequently 
she does this in her sleep also. I tried put­ 
ting cold cream on the hands but this does 
not seem to help. Have you any sugges­ 
tions? 
—Mrs. T, 
A—One would suspect 
that 
this 
was 
more likely a habit than anything wrong 
with the skin of the hands, though the lat­ 
ter possibility could not he excluded with­ 
out examining the skin. It might be possible 
to put light gloves or mittens tied at the 
wrist on your little girl so that when she 
first wakes she does not lick her hands 


descended testicle. When is it advisable to 
give hormone shots? Is surgery sometimes j 
used? 
— Mrs. E. 
A— It is difficult to answer this question 
because of difference of professional opin­ 
ion. The main problem is that a testicle 
which does not descend by the time 
of 
maturity fails to fulfill its normal function 
of sperm production. Furthermore a high 
percentage ol those with undefended tes­ 
ticles have a hernia or rupture as well. 
In one recent report it was 
suggested 
that injection of hormones with the aim of 
bringing the testicle down could be begun 
as early as two years of age though others 
prefer starting it at around five. 
Some­ 
times this 
treatment 
is 
successful 
and 
sometimes not: if it is not. bringing 
the 
testicle down by surgery seems to lie ad­ 
visable before the age of 12. 
Something j 
should be tried at least by five years old 
and the situation should he corrected be­ 
fore 12. 


Unfortunately every time these Russian 
proposals are examined 
critically, 
cries 
are heard that those spokesmen in allied 
countries who are distrustful of the 
So­ 
viets must necessarily favor a preventive 
war. But no w ar is needed 
to 
establish 
superiority, because the 
Russians 
today 
are weak both from a military and an eco­ 
nomic standpoint. Naturally, they want to 
catch up industrially, so they are seeking 
more trade with the west, 
especially 
in 
strategic goods. They also want to build 
more arm am ent but they lack 
the 
m a ­ 
chinery, so they want to import it from 
the west. They are anxious to get inside 
the western wall by peace talks so that 
at the end of a few years of a so-called 
breathing spell, the west will be standing 
still in the arm am ent race while the R us­ 
sians will have closed the gap and placed 
themselves in a position to resume at any 
time their aggression, especially in Europe. 
To disarm the west militarily and politi­ 
cally, the Soviets are planning 
to 
ofter 
what will look like concessions. Military 
men everywhere on the western side are 
disturbed. The policy-making civilians are 
cautious, but public opinion is being cry ­ 
stallized in favor of more and more con­ 
cessions without any corresponding 
evi­ 
dence of good faith. 
There is only one way the world can be 
safe for democracy—and that is by getting 
rid of autocratic and 
dictorial 
govern­ 
ments. This can be done by holding firm 
on the present front line and encouraging 
the oppressed peoples, including the Rus­ 
sian people, to overthrow the rulers w?ho 
menace the peace of the world. D isarm a­ 
ment. therefore, is a dangerous game, and 
the legend of Troy applies 
more 
today 
than it has at any time since ancient days.

Edson In Washington

WASHINGTON— (NEA)— The battle to 
free natural gas field prices from Federal 
Pow er Commission regulation 
has 
been 
knocking around Congress for seven years 
—which should be long enough to 
settle 
anything except a dispute with a Russian. 
Congressional opinion 
divides 
sharply 
along twTo lines. 
Senators and representatives from state* 
th a t are the big gas producers favor re­ 
moval of the present FPO control authori­ 
ty- 
In this connection, one 
of 
the 
mote 
am using chameleon acts in Congress is to 
w atch Democrats from the five southeast­ 
ern states where 85 per cent of the 
gas 
comes from. They suddenly cease to be­ 
come champions of the 
pee-pul's 
rights 
w henever anything affecting the 
welfare 
of oil and gas producers comes up. 
On the other side of the fence are con­ 
gressmen who come from states that are 
largely consumers of natural gas 
distri­ 
buted through the vast network of 
inter­ 
state pipelines. They naturally favor keep­ 
ing FPC price controls on. 
What makes this issue of general interest 
is that the question ultimately gets down 
to hitting people where theyT live. This is 
in their pocketbooks w’hen they pay their 
gas bills. 


The natural gas act of 1938 gave FPC 
control over both transportation and sales 
of natural gas in interstate commerce. 
In 1950. after a two-year struggle. Con­ 
gress passed Sen. Bob K err’s bill to 
ex­ 
empt the production and gathering of n a ­ 
tural gas from this regulation. President 
T rum an vetoed it. 
Four years later the Suprem e Court bv 
5-to-3 decided that FPC had 
jurisdiction 
over the rates of all wholesalers of natural 
gas. That should have settled the issue. It 
didn’t. 
Last February President 
Eisenhower’s 
Advisory Committee on Energy Supplies 
and Resources, under Defense Mobilization 
Director Arthur S. Flemming, filed a new 
policy report after six m onths’ study. 
It 
recommended that interstate transmission 
of natural 
gas 
and 
its 
"subsequent” 
wholesaling for retail distribution 
should 
be under FPC rogulation. 
T he word "subsequent” was most im ­ 
portant, for it would exem pt from price 
regulation all natural ga* sold bv produc­ 
ers at the wellhead. This is exactly what 
the gas producers want. 
The new policy statement was taken as 
an indication that if the Kerr bill of 1950 
w ere passed by the 
present 
Congress. 
President Eisenhower might sign it where 
T rum an had vetoed it. 


As if to support this view, the Republi­ 
can chairman of FPC, Jerome J. Kuyken­ 
dall. asked Congress to take away his com­ 
mission’s present pow>er to 
regulate 
gas 
prices at wellhead. 
So now there are seven 
bills 
In 
the 
House and six in the Senate to amend th* 
Natural Gas Act. A few would redefine 
and confirm FPC authority to regulate gas 
prices. Most would free natural gas pro­ 
duction from FPC regulation. 
The House Interstate Commerce 
Com­ 
m ittee has completed hearings and is re­ 
vising a bill introduced by Rep. Orem Kar­ 
ris (D -A rk). There are Senate hearings on 
a bill by J. William Fulbright (D -A rk). 
The lobbies, pressure gi-oups and press 
agencies built up by both sides in this ar­ 
gument are, of course, tremendous. 
Gas producer and 
pipeline 
companies 
are against regulation. 
Gas retailers, municipalities and repre­ 
sentatives of consumer organization 
like 
the labor unions are for continued 
FPC 
regulation. 


Mayor Joseph S. Clark. Jr., of Philadel­ 
phia and 50 other mayors of major cities 
writh a total population of over 30 million 
have testified for regulation. Mayor Alex 
M. Clark of Indianapolis came to Wash­ 
ington to testify as spokesman for a list of 
IOO mayors who are against FPC 
regu­ 
lation. 


The real answer depends on th* effect 
on prices. 


The lobby for the 8000 independent pro­ 
ducers— meaning those 
having 
no 
cor­ 
porate connections with 
distributors—a r ­ 
gues that continued regulation will 
dis­ 
courage exploration and new 
production 
They say this will tend to 
drive 
prices 
higher. 


T heir more valid argument is that coal 
m ining and crude oil production and dis­ 
tribution are not under price regulation 
of any kind. So why should gas be con­ 
trolled in a free economy? 
Representatives 
of 
th* 
municipalities 
and consumer groups argue 
that 
lifting 
F PC controls would inev itably be followed 
by price rises to distributors and consum­ 
ers.
